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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. In 
regard to the Siniaguine reference, the applicant argues that there is no disclosure of a through plug being surrounded by diffusion layer 
patterns. However, paragraphs 12 and 19 of Siniaguine teach that there can be a plurality of circuit elements on the substrate and that 
the layers 140/150 can be patterned in order to accommodate these elements; hence, there is disclosure that the through plug may be 
surrounded by diffusion layer patterns. 

Furthermore, the applicant argues that the Swan reference does not teach a through plug formed in contact with an insulatino pattern. 
Although the layer 48 is oxide there is no limitation in claim 7 that limits the through plug to consist of only a conductive portion. The 
examiner interprets the layers 48/62/64 to comprise the through plug of claim 7; this structure is in contact with "insulation film". . 
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
